We know 
vour generous and sympathetic hearts will not 
let von stand :<loof from us in our endeavors to 
do good forourselves and people Sane of ns are 
capable of conveying ideas of tbe mechanic- 
on* some can unfold to them, in our poor 
way, the marvelous light of the gospel, and 
point them the way to God. We are not going 
to try to elevate the people of Liberia, because, 
from what we can learn, they are far our supe- 
riors in intelligence, wealth and learning, but 
Africa generally, gome of us have a good com 
men education which we think will be of value 
to those who have ne art. Yon know we are 
very poor; tbe smallest sums you can af- 
ford to contribute to our scheme will be 
very acceptable to us. We call upon you be- 
cause we know tbe kind and generous impulses 
of your hearts, and you, on tbe other hand, 
knew our situation and wants. Give us, of the 
abundance of year wealth, a mall sum. and we 
believe that you will be rewarded by Him who 
save, ‘ He that gfvAh to the poor lendeth to the 
Lard." We think this will bs our last request 
frem your hands, so join and help us in our el* 
dons to do good to our race. 

We are ever vour friends and obd’t servant*. 
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away With scarcely anything left them but 
their lands, the land-owners will t>e compelled 
to make every acre available in one way or an- 
other. Their policy will— and of necessity must 
be— small farms thoroughly cultivated. The 
proprietors will have either to sell or tenant out 
their surplus. The latter will, doubtless, be the 
general policy. But few will be willing to ten- 
ant their lands to negroes, because, at present, 
there are comparatively few negroes who can 
be relied npon as tenants. It will require at 
least one decade to fit them for this advanced 
position. While tenants will almost universally 
be sought for, and they will emigrate into the 
South from onr Northern States and from Eu* 
ropean countries. Under the new and thor- 
cugher system of cultivation which will thus 
be introduced there will be an abnndance of 
room for all the negro laborers we now have, 
and also for all the white laborers that may 
come from the North or from abroad. How 
the mixture of white and negro labor will oper- 
ate can only be ascertained by experiment, and 
it is only by experiment that we can reach any 
valuable result in any department of life. Our 
most important and vital object now is to es- 
tablish and mature the proper labor system, 
and to that end all our energies should be di- 
rected. To emigration we must look, and to 
the emigrant we must be prepared to offer fa- 
cilities and inducements. Emigration must be 
encouraged by both State action and individual 
enterprise.

We extract below some further documents of 
interest from Col onel Bswmaa s compendious 
and documentary history of Sherman s cam- 
paigns. The tide of the book is: ’ Sherman 
and the Can ; A Military Biographv, fry 

Colonel 8. M Bowman and Lieutenants lonel 
R. B. Irwin, New York: Charles B. Richardson, 
Cincinnati: C. F. Vent * Co.” 

The work is in one volume, and '-on tains 
steel portraits of Generals Sherman, Howard, 
Slocum, Logan, Blair, Scofield. Davia, and Kil- 
patrick, and engraved maps furnished bv the 
cl^ief engineer of Sherman's armv, i .saerai Poe, 
ot the marches from Chattanooga to Atlanta, 
thence to Savannah, and thence to Goldsboro, 
and of the battle of Resaca and the siege of 
Atlanta. Colonel Bowman is a personal friend 
of General Sherman, and served with him as a 
cavalry officer during the part of the Western 
campaigns. He has had access to all General 
Shei man’s letter-books, and his volume is. 
therefore, one of great novelty and historical 
importance. It is admirably written.

After the capture of Vicksburg Sherman 
wrote to Admiral Porter. 

“I can sp ywdrti the Meuse satisfaction rou 
must feel at lying before the very monster that 
has defied us with such deep and malignant 
hate, and seeing your once disunited fleet 
again a unit: and, better still, the chain that 
made an inclosed sea of a link in the great river 
broken forever. In so magnificent a result, I 
stop not to count who did k. It ia done, and 
the day of our nation’s hirth is onse< vied and 
baptized anew ia a victory woo bv the united na- 
vy and army of our country. God grant that 
the harmony and mutual reaped that exists be- 
tween our respective commanders, and shared 
by all the true men of the joint service, may 
continue forever, and serve to elevate our na- 
tion's character, threatened with shipwreck. 
Thus I muse ss I sit ia my solitary camp oat in 
the wood, far from tba point for which we have 
jostlv striven long and so well; and though per- 
sonal curiosity would tempt me to go and see 
the frowning batteries and sunken pits that 
have denied ua so long, and sent to Lhetr siren : 
graves so many of our early comrade- in the 
enterprise, I feel that other tasks He before me, 
and lime must not be lost. Without casting 
anchor, and despite tbe heat and the dust and 
the drouth, I must again into the bowels of tl* 
land to make the conquest of Vicksburg fulfill 
all the conditions it should in tbe progress of 
this war. Whether auccew attend my eff orts 
or not, I know that Admiral Porter will 
ever accord to me the exhibition of a pure and 
unselfish zeal m the service of our country. 

‘Though further apart, the navy and cut 
will still act in concert, and 1 assure roe I shad 
never reach the banks of the river or see a gun- 
boat but I will think of Admiral P<^er, Cipc 
Breese, and the many elegant and accomplished 
gentlemen it has been my good fortsne to meet 
on armed or unarmed decks of tiw .Mississippi 
squadron.’’

—T he radical 
journals in the Northern cities arc greatly dis- 
turbed about the wages and treatment of ne- 
groes in the South. This is the burden of their 
thoughts, tbe perpetual wail of their tongHee. 
Now, tMse negroes, if they will work, can get 
steady employment at ten to twenty dollars a 
month and be boarded besides. Common black 
female servants In this city get eight and ten 
dollars or more a month and boarded— and do 
pretty much as they please, and about as little 
as they plcflee— while the better elssE'can com- 
mand still better terms. Frequently fthey will 
abandon good places rather than do one half 
the work that a smart German or Irish girl 
would perform without complaining. 

There is work enough, with good pay and 
good tieatment, for all the negroes of Jjoth 
sexes now in the feouth. There sre the most 
pressing calls for labor. Its want is the great 
draw-back to Southern recuperation and pros- 
perity. Yet many of the freed men refuse to 
work or to enter into contracts except upon 
tbe most extravagant and ridiculous conditions; 
and the radicals are painfully exercised lest all 
tbeir whims and caprices should not be com- 
piled with. But do these precious humanita- 
rians ever say a word about the sewing girls 
and other female operatives who eke out a bare 
livelihood in tbe Northern dtietfWWould any- 
body every know of the existence of^ these glrl^ 
through the radical presses? Do "we see aqfe 
stirring leaders calling attention ttai'.-lr condi- 
tion in tbe radical organa? Are these gained 
at the sulferings of white avome.i within a 
6tone’s throw of their offices? Do i.hey show 
any alarm for the future of these females? Do 
they call mass meetings and make political 
platforms with special reference to the miseries 
of white women and the cruelties and oppres- 
sions to which they are subjected? Not a bjt of 
it. Rarely or never is such a theme alluded to. 
It may elicit a paragraph now and then when 
some shocking case turns np, but he who should 
propose to introduce it into the politics of the 
day would be considered crazy, so completely 
are matters and things touching the starving 
poor whiles of New York, for example, Ignored 
and loet sight of while the negroes of the South 
receive the exclusive ’attention of the radical 
politicians. And yet wc suppose there are a 
hundred thousand poor white females in New 
York and its vicinity who might envy the wages 
aLd work that are at the option of every black 
woman in the Southern States. The very com- 
monest kind of board cannot be had in New 
York for less than three dollars and a half or 
four dollars per week, and yet multitudes of the 
poor females do not get more than that, and 
many much less, leaving them not one cent for 
clotLing! To show that we do not exaggerate, 
read the following from the New York Sun, one 
of the most reliable journals of the metropolis, 
and which has an exteneive circulation: 

lire wages paid to sewing girls and other 
working women, has been so often brought to 
public notice, that it would seem to be a work 
of supererogation to again refer-to it. Yet it is 
notoriously true that tbe weekly stipened paid 
to the girls in many of the shops in this city 
coutinuts to be totally Inadequate to provide a 
sullicency of food, much less to enable them to 
provide decent clothing. At the present time 
the commonest booth cannot be obtained for 
Use than lour dollars a week, and yet an adver- 
tisement yesterday morning offered the munifi- 
cent sum of two dollars to two dollars and a 
half per week to girls for “light work. ’ Tbe 
work must be light indeed where no higher 
wages arc paid. In a shirt-making store on 
Broadway the wages paid to girls ere from three 
to four dollars— not enough \o procure decent 
shelter and food.

How poor girls un live on the lesser amounts 
quoted above is a matter of mere conjecture.

is nothing wanting, so far as we could 
discov?i^tocondacc to the thorough treatment 
and con«nS^g.oe— when that is possible — re- 
pose. comfort, and recreation o£ the patients. 
There is room enough lor four or five thousand 
men. Tbe arrangements include a chapel, 11- ! 
brary and reading -room, apothecary, bathing-* 
rooms, poet-cilice, steam cooking machines. 
forcer garden*, etc., etc. There are at the pres- 
ent time some three or tour hundred patients* 
in the establishment, nearly all oT whom will 
doubtless recover. 

Tbe buildings are upehi leased grounds, com- 
prising a hundred and seventeen acres, fronting 
on the Ohio river. This establishment cost the 
Government about four hundred thousand dol- 
lars. While walking through it we could not 
help asking ourselves what is going to be done 
with all these buildings, with all this machinery, 
all these carefully elaborated and costly ar. 
rangements (or the reciperation of the heroes 
of the Republic? And wc were told that it is 
in contemplation to sell them at auction and 
dose up the institution. Probably the timber 
ia the buildings would sell as old lumber for 
eight or ten thorn -nd dollars, and the ma- 
chinery torn to pieces for a thousand or two 
more; and tires what cost the £ov«nmeni 
nearly half a million o i dollars would go for a 
couple of son gs, in comparisen. 

We think a better disposition of this Jeffer- 
sonville Hospital might be made and ought to 
be made. It ought to be turned into a great in- 
dustrial national or State asylum for disabled sol- 
dier*. It is just what is wanted and just where 
it is wanted. The grounds could be purchased 
for a reasonable sum, and the whole converted 
into a grand and admirable asylum for maimed 
soldiers, where a great variety of manu- 
fuctures could be carried on, which would 
go far toward defraying its current ex- 
penses and afford occupation and amusement 
to its inmates at the same time. Sach an insti- 
tution here on the Ohio A urgently needed. 
There are, we suppose. In Indiana and Ken- 
tucky some three or four hundred men who 
have been in the service of the United States 
who are disabled in various ways and without 
any means of support except the charity of 
their neighbors and friends. The Government 
must not abandon these men to their fate 
They must not be left to the precarious mercies 
of the world. Every honorable instinct of 
every honorable nature would cry out 6hame 
upon such a course. Many of these men, It A 
fair to presume, have families from whom they 
cannot be separated. They must be cared for. j 
Their children ought to be looked after, and, to 
some extent at least, helped to a good common 
education. How cam this best be done? These 
scarred veterans — though many of them are ! 
doubtless comparatively young — of coarse, 
draw a pension, but It Is entirely inadequate to 
tbeir support: and where they have families it 
will amount for this purpose to a mere baga- 
telle. 

It is proposed to build, somewhere in tbe 
vicinity of Washington we believe, a National 
Institution, probably after the model of the 
Intilidee at Paris. The Western people will 
have no objection to thA; bat great bodies 
move slowly, and. judging by the tardiness of 
the steps already taken, which haven’t amount- 
ed even toMrganlz&tiou. it will lie years before ' 
that national asylum will be ready for occupa- 
tion, if It should ever be, and when completed 
it will hardly be large enu'-gh to accommodate 
all who need shelter ..ml aid. In the mean 
time, what ore enci^M^MjhA 

miserable existence through beggary and pri- 
vate charity? Shall they who have risked all 
for the Republic, now that the danger is past 
and the storm has subsided, be allowed to suf- 
fer through life for the want of homes, for- 
saken and forgotten? Shall their wives and 
children appeal piteously for bread and clothing 
and shelter because their husbands and fathers, 
either through patriotic impulses and heroic 
resolves or the power of the Government, have ; 
been disabled and are no longer able to provide 
them? Shall we lavish everything npon Ma- 
jor-Generals and other offic'tals, shout till we 
are hoarse in glorifying them and their plans 
and orders, while we leave tbe poor privates 
who did all the fighting, with their wives and 
children, to grope in poverty and pine away in 
obscurity and neglect, with never a thought or 
a care whether they live or die? 

It is extremely doubtful whether Western 
soldiers who have been crippled in the war or 
otherwise injured will be willing to leave the 
scenery, associations, and climate of the great 
West and be shut np for tbe rest of their lives 
within a huge enclosure on the bleak coasts of 
tbe Atlantic, even if there were any Immediate 
prospects of tbeir having a choice in the mat- 
ter; Besides, bow are the families of married 
soldiers to be provided for in the Washington 
A*y him when it shall be boil'.? Is it proposed 
to separate such as have families from them? 
That A not tenable, and we need not waste any 
words about it Tnose who may be sheltered 
in tie Washington institution will, doubtless, 
be such as have no lamiiies dependent npon 
them. There will be, there are now, it is prob- 
able, disabled men enough in the country who 
have been in the service to fill tbe contem- 
plated National Asylum who have no families. 
But that establishment we suggest again, A in 
the dim future, while the wants of our crippled 
soldiers are pressing and call for immediate 
means of relieL They want succor now and 
they ought to have it We propose that the 
Jeffersonville Hospital, opposite LouAvllle, in 
the State of lading, be converted at once 
into such an institution as we speak of. Instead 
of selling off its movable effects at auction for 
a mere pittance and thus sacrifice what has 
cost the Government a large sum, we would 
turn tbe eelablAhment into an industrial asy- 
lum for disabled soldiers. This can be easily 
and cheaply done, and done without An fey. 
Yario** kinds of domestic manufactures might 
be introduced. Each family might have a lot 
of ground specially appropriated to tbe use of 
its members. The grounds, as we said before, 
can be purchased, say for fifty thousand dollars, 
and tbe paraphernalia of an asylum village A 
already there, and will need little outlay to 
adapt it to the purpose proposed. Will the au. 
tborities at Washington take this subject into 
consideration? It is worthy of attention, and 
of their action. 

There are two courses open to them, either of 
wbicb, we suppose, would accomplish the ob- 
ject we suggest. 

This Jeffersonville establishment might be 
turned over to tbe State of Indiana, or of Indi- 
ana and Kentucky conjointly, npon eertaia 
terms, lor the purpose under consideration, or 
tbe Government might retain it and carry out 
tie idea directly tbrough Its own agents ae part 
: of a tytitm of industrial asylum* situated in 
different Slates and portions of the country, all 
having in view a similar object and conducted 
upon tbe same general plan. There might be 
one such institution, for example, in the East- 
1 era States, another in New York, one in Penn- 
sylvania, another in Ohio, one or two in the 
Northwest, and this one at Jeffersonville. 
These institutions might be made neat and eie 
cant, and they would famish something like 
| hornet, in tbe proper meaning of the term, for 
the gallant braves who have been injured for 
life, whether on sea or land, iu the terrible 
struggle that A now happily closed, and whom 
| tie Government is bound by every principle of 
honor and humanity as well as policy and a 
! proper regard for the future, to protect and 
make comfortable, and iu a manner as little 
re; ugnact to the manhood and salf-respect of 
< these men as possible. Thev ought not to be 
! regarded or tieated as paupers, but as man 
i baring a just claim upon the Government 
I Their support should be put upon this high 
principle. They are entitled to justice, not 
' chant;; and lhA should be shown in deeds, not 



FORMAL SCHOOLS — IRTROntCTtOX. 

Normal schools or schools for teachers are 
institutions in which persons are fitted for the 
vocation of teaching, in which men and women 
are prepared for the important calling of edu- 
cating the young. They hold to the teacher 
the -ame relation that medical colleges hold to 
the physician, law-schools to the lawyer, mili- 
tary and naval academies to military and naval 
officers. Wherever teaching has become to be 
recognized as a profession, the necessity of 
these schools A not doubted, and their establish- 
ment meets with all necessary encouragement; 
where, however, the teacher's duties are prin- 
cipally in the hands of adventurers of both 
sexe-, where teaching has not yet ri*an to the 
dignity of a profession, the necessity, nay, the 
propriety of establishing normal schools A a 
matter of doubt and more or less violent dis- 
cussion. We would, therefore, expect, and ex- 
perience proves the correctness of the expecta- 
tion, that the countries in which educational 
matters are best attended to, must be bestiup- 
plied with normal schools, and that the degree 
of perfection of the normal school systems of 
any country will be the surest measure of Its 
educational status. ThA will be found true, at 
least for existing social conditions: some uto- 
pian state of civilization, as we may find here- 
after, may reverse thA rule. 

But although educators universally admit 
the necessity of teacher’s echooA, there are wide 
differences of opinion among them concerning 
the scope, the arrangements, and detailed pur- 
poses of these schooA. Soqje contend that it A 
the duty of the Government to provide them nt 
least wherever a system of pnbUc schools has 
been established; others that their establish- 
ment should be left altogether to private enter- 
prise, maintaining that the teachers’ profession 
has no more claim npon governmental care 
than that of the physicians or lawyers. Some 
would drain only men in these sch >oA, while 
others defend the right of women fo. i profes- 
sional training in the art of education as equal, 
if not superior, to the right of men. Some de- 
fend an exclusively professional curriculum of 
studies, requiring candidates for admission to 
have completed that scholastic training which 
others would blend with the professional in- 
struction and practice. Some say that model 
and practicing schooA In connection with the 
normal school are useless; others that they are 
essential. And thus we might go on enumer- 
ating mauv more points of greater or less im- 
portance, concerning which educators of recog- 
nized importance differ from each other. 

In inquiring into the true purpose of such 
schooA, and into the most rational and expe- 
dient arrangement of those to be established 
sooner or later in our own State, It behooves us 
first to establish a firm basis for our inquiries, 
both theoretical cud practical, by studying the 
general relation of the school to the State and 
to humanity, and the special educational re- 
quirements of oar State under existing circum- 
stances. We may then pass in rapid review 
the hAtory of normal schooA In other countries 
and States, especially with regard to then ar- 
rangement and influence, in order to profit by 
the experience of ethers wiser and better (edu- 
cationally at least) than we are. And we should 
crown our inquiries by proposing a good pAn for 
their establishment a^om; us, and by discussing 
the ability of our State to carry out such a plan.

The loregoing, from an influential Northern 
journal, embodies at once the philosophy of our 
recent war and the true secret of the future 
perpetuity of the Union. There was never any 
real or substantial antagonism to separate the 
South from the North or to justify their making 
war on each other, but there were ligaments of 
a deep and vital character to bind them together 
forever. Apart from motives of national pow- 
er, there were political and social attachments 
springing from a common blood and Anguage, 
and considerations of material interest between 
them sufficient to iDsare their perpetual union. 
Tbe sectional hostility which led to the recent 
war arose from the lack of a thorougher under- 
standing between the Northern and the Southern 
people. The masses of the South, controlled 
too mud) by eel fish partisans, were designedly 
kept in Ignorance oLtrue Northern feeling, and 
thus their minds were wlmed with unreasona- 
ble hatred of Northern meu and interests 
instead of such knowledge as. qm-qld con- 
stantly have strengthened their devotion 
to the Union. Fur on entire genera- 
tion before the war but few politicians, 
tber North or South, encouraged an enlight- 
ened national spirit, but the politics of the 
country were reduced to a contest chiefly be- 
tween the extremists who labored to engraft 
npon our national policy their respective sec- 
tional views. The several adjustments made 
from time to time of those questions which en- 
dangered the peace and security of the Union 
were unsatisfactory to the boasted champions 
of the radical pro-slavery and antt-slaverv par- 
ties; and, as often as a settlement was effected 
these unscrupulous partisans would devAe new 
issues npon which to array the tavo great sec- 
tions. ThA was true alike in reference to the 
Compromise of 1820, the Tariff Adjustment of 
1832, and tbe measures of Pacification in 1800. 
At each of these periods of national peril, there 
were a few statesmen in the conntry, like Clay 
and Webster and Douglas and Cass, who were 
patriotic aDd wise enough to quell tbe storm of 
public passion; but, in each instance, party 
demagogues would again arouse the elements 
of iiopular discord and renew the strife with iu- 
creaeing vigor. The fact, however, can be 
readily established that the honest masses North 
and South had no part in originating the angry 
controversies which, on the respective occa- 
sions referred to, so fearfully threatened the ex- 
istence of the Unidn. 

The people No;th and Sjuth were always 
true to the Republic, true to it in the broadest 
spirit of nationality. Our sectional conflicts be- 
fore the war were produced by reckless parti- 
sans, who, to achieve tbeir own personal aims, 
wickedly Involved the people In them. Thus 
the recent war itself Was precipitated upon the 
country in violation of every ennobling impulse 
of the popular heart. We believe, however, 
that that great struggle has impressed the 
minds of both sections with a useful and en- 
during lesson. It has taught the people of each 
to beware of the false crlee raised by dema- 
gogues to excite their fears and lead them 
into periL It has inculcated among the 
people of both sections a more thorough 
knowledge of each other, and their devotion to 
the Union will be proportionably strengthened. 
In view of the momentous events of the past 
four yean, we would caution the Southern 
masses especially against the insidious wiles of 
{^demagogues whb maggeek to keep alive the 
bitterness «of the recent war. Lej, them turn 
their baclrs utterly and forever npon every man 
who .claims political preferment upon any set-* 
tlonal consideration. Lnti bnn a ««»ei gm tfaein»i 
pelves to regard even a suggestion of that char- 
acter as not only unpatriotic but designed to be- 
tray their peace and safety in the Union, which 
A now, as ever before, tbe very palladium of 
their liberties. The steady pursuit of thA 
course by the people North and Sauth will re- 
sult in the establishment of that good feeling 
and thorougher understanding between them 
which will prove the surest guaranty of the 
Republic.

She alreadv has within 
her borders and upon her soil the material ele- 
menA, the bone and muscle tbat has hitherto 
furnAhed the labor for her lands. The prob- 
lem of tbe efficiency of free African Abor A yet 
to be solved. If the negroes are to remain on 
her soil, it will be manifestly to the interesA of 
both tbe whites and blacks that the Utter shall 
be employed as laborers — otherwise they wonld 
beet me an intolerable nuisance, a positive 
curse to the whole community. We take it that 
the experiment will be fairly and patiently 
tried, and if the freed men shall prove them- 
selves to be fit for the only position in life to 
wbicb, ae a class, they can aspire— that of labor- 
er*— they will be continued as such.

Life a North Casoijna— Some Stbihxo 
Statement*. — The Southern traveling corre- 
spondent of the Boston Advertiser writes from 
Wilmington. N. C . as follows: 

The amount of tobacco consumed bv tbe 
people A beyond all calculation. I hardly ex- 
aggerate in saying that at least seven-tenths of 
all persons above the age of twelve years use it 
in some form. Nearly every man and boy 
emokee or chews, and very many of them do 
both, while the country women chew and smoke 
to some extent, and women of all classes 
“dip.” When I saw old Solon Shingle come 
into the witness box to tell the story about hA 
famous “bar'l o’apple saee.” I thought the man- 
ner in which he disposes of hA quid of tobacco 
the nastiest piece of business I should ever 
see. I was mAtaken. To see a man take it 
from his mouth and put It in hA hat when he 
goes to breakfast A by no means uncommon. I 
have even seen men lay it under the edge of their 
plate at dinner; and one of the leading delegates 
in the convention held an immense quid 
between the thumb and finger of the hand with 
which be abundantly gesticulated during a ten 
minutes’ speech! Could nastiness go further? 
And do not these things mark the civilization of 
a people? In South Carolina, though seeing all 
classes, I did not once observe a white woman 
“dipping” muff: but in thA State I have seen 
scores— I should *r freely exaggerate if I said 
hundreds. I saw them in Charlotte, the first 
town at which I stopped, within an hour after 
mv arrival; and have seen them in every place 
I have visited since— "dipping” in the porches 
of their own houses, on the streets, and, twice, 
in the public parlors of tbe hoteA. If barbaric 
life has a filthier and more disgusting custom 
than this, may I be excused from seeing it. 

The labor system of the State A not so badlv 
disorganizfd as tbat of South Carolina, but it A 
thoroughly demoralized. One sees more white 
men in certain trades there almost given up to 
cegroes, but he also sees negroes in trades here 
from which thev are excluded. The number of 
grown men, middle aged men who have ao 
ostensible business bnt lounging and wbAkv 
drinking. A mnch greater in thA State than in 
that It A tbe complaint of papers in all sec- 
tions of the State that there never before were 
so many idle men — vagrants, consumers, non- 
producers, non-tax-payers. The chief pity of 
tbe matter, however, is that they seem to have 
no desire far work. “And who makes so mnch 
about the negroes not working os these very 
white drones who hug the street corners, 
lounge about dram-shops, and trust to chance 
for food and raiment?” “We trust our 
law makers will do oil in their power,” sd A 
another journal, “to compel the freed men to 
work for on honest living, but we consider It 
rqnallv incumbent on them to take steps to re- 
duce the amount of vagrancy among the 
whites. ” These extracts are not from papers 
edited by Northern or outside men, but the two 
writer* are men who have alwai s lived in the 
State. The columns of the Wilmington and 
Newbern papers, edited by new-comers, bear 
witness, however, to the same state of facta. 
There A also complaint in many papers at the 
increase of gambling among the voung men of 
the towns and cities, and my own ol*ervatkm 
testifies to i'l general prevalence, while one of 
the most respected of the Convention delegate' 
expressed great concern at the tendencies of 
the hour in thA regard.

Not only to its history becoming a house- 
hold-word throughout the length and breadth 
of this broad land, but all civilized Europe to 
taking a deep inWest in it, both as to showing 
tbe intensity of feeling entertained by tbe rebels, 
and the petient-unto-deatb loyalty of the Na- 
tion's heroes. Old Kentucky has not failed to 
contribute her share to those hearts tried and 
tine which could grow cold that the Nation’s 
might warmly beat; and nearly four hundred 
and fifty of them sweetly slumber beneath the 
triumphant starry-blue banner at Andereonville. 
Doubtless you have had many descriptions of 
tbe Death Pen, yclept the “8tockade" here. 

It to preserved in about the same condition it 
was when evacuated by the rebels. Most of the 
notorious dead-line has been carried away by 
reHc-faunters. There are the veritable dirt and 
■tick huts, the caves and holes in the ground 
where the boys tried to prolong their earthly 
existence till Sherman could march down to the 
sea by way of Anderson. But he never came. 
Wilson missed it, and thousands went down to 
silent graves, hoping in vain. 

Tbe National Cemetery, located a few hun- 
dred yards from the prison, is undergoing a 
thorough improvement. Your readers are 
aware of the work of a party under the super- 
intendence of Miss Clara Bartone, of Washing- 
ton City, who put up neat head-boards to all 
the graves, marking all with name of soldier, 
service, and dfath. The nnmber of deaths 
here exceed by a small number 13,000. When 
either the Government or the people shall have 
donated a few hundred thousand dollars for the 
erection of an appropriate monument to com- 
memorate the patriotism of those who could 
suffer death so wofully rather than join the 
rebel ranks and secure liberty and life, no na- 
tional cemetery will attract so many people ae 
this. It to indeed sad to stroll through the 
quiet avenues of this city of the dead. Near 
the main entrance on the left to the follow ing 
beautiful inscription: 

On Fame'* eternal cumplnp-irround 
Their eileot tent* are spread. 

And Glon guard* with solemn ronnd 
The bivouac ot the dead. 

Approaching the flag-staff which is in the 
center of the cemetery, by t£e broad carriage- 
way. on either side of which are solid divisions 
of deceased and entombed patriots, another in- 
scription on the right appears: 

Whether in the priron drear 
Or in the battle's ran, .

Tbe Press, referring to the negroes, has the 
harc ihcod to say they "dare not *work.” The 
testimony to that they won’t work— we mean, of 
course, in a multitude of Instances and to too 
great an extent We might fill columns of the 
Journal with citations from Southern papers In 
proof of thto statement We published y ester- 
day an extract from a paper in Greenville, Eist 
Tennessee, the home of Andrew Johnson, and 
a paper quite as loyal as the Press, and which 
rejoices that the negro has been freed, which 
begins thus: “It may be as well for the white 
citizens of our country to subserve in sime 
degree their own interest as to incur unoeces 
sary inconvenience and expense in supporting 
the vagabond negro population that remain in 
our midst. A few months of experience hare 
clearly demonstrated the tact that the negro 
free ia very different from the negro slave, and 
we are sorry to add that experience does net 
prove that he to In any degree benefited: nor do 
we believe that hto freedom, so dearly bought, 
will or can benefit him while he remains in our 
midst.” The Montgomery (Alabama) Adver- 
tiser of the 29th nit has an article on the same 
subject beginning thus: 

Thus far we are 6orry to say that experience 
teaches that negroes, in a tree condition, will 
not work on the old plantations. They have 
crowded to the cities and towns. Many have 
actaally died from want and starvation, aad 
still tbe delasfon haunts their misguided souls 
that 6omethlrfg better will turn np for them in 
fee future Jlvil- minded persons have instilled 
Iffenick iis notions into their heads, until, witb 
gay visions tp/ future honor and glory which 
will never bereailzedTthky persistently refnse 
to enter into contracts for the next year, and 
leave the future prospects of our farmers gloomy 
and uncertain. 

* * * * • 

The people of the South have a natural affec- 
tion for those who have so long been connected 
with them, and will give to faithful servants in 
tbe past the preference for the future. A con- 
vention of planters to called, to meet in Mont- 
gomery on the 17th, and this question will come 
prominently before them, and we hope, If they 
meet, some definite plan can be agreed upon. 
As the mailer now stands, we are sorry to say 
that agricultural prospects in the future look 
glocmv enongh. 

The agents of the Freedmen’s Bureau in the 
South have Issued addresses to the negroes, the 
burden of which to to induce them to work. 
That made by Gen. Fullerton, in Louisiana, to 
before us, in which be says to tbe freed people 
of that Suite: 

You are now working for yourselves and yon 
have every inducement to be industrious and 
frugal; faithful to >our employers and honest. 
By so doing yen will soon gain the confidence 
ol the community, and all men will respect you 
and tieat yon fairly and kindly. You must 
now try and lay by as much of your wages as 
poesible, and thus yon soon become able to buy 
land and establish yourself In business; and then, 
when old age comes, you will have the mean* 
tojive in peace and comfort. Yon must re- 
member that you have no masters now to take 
care of you In sickness and in old age. Some 
of you have the mistaken notion that freedom 
means liberty to be idle. This is a great mis- 
take. There to work for every person in tbe 
country, and idlers and vagrants will not be 
tolerated. Those of you who have gone to the 
cities and cannot get work to do, must leave 
them and go back to the plantations, where all 
can be employed. Do not fear that vou will 
not be paid for your labor, for the law will pro- 
tect you. The planters will give you good 
wagex and your work will be ot benefit both to 
them and yourseives. There to no way for vou 
to live but by hard work. I believe now that

Thto movement of the Administration for cur- 
tailing the enormous bulk ot paper promises- 
to-pav now in the country we hail as one of the 
brightest harbingers of a glorious future which 
to about to dawn upon ua. 

We are no extremists. We ask for jno ex- 
clusively metallic currency, a financial Utopia 
m which those should dwell who see no value 
or utility in anything except gold, whose ears 
exult at no sound save the ring of the precious 
metals. Buch a currency may do for a commu- 
nity where there to Uttie trade and lese enter- 
prise. But for a commercial manufacturing, 
and agricultural country like these United States 
and a go-ahead people like our own, credit is 
indispensable and paper money a great 
advantage which nobody but . * dunce or 
a madman would think of doing without 
for a moment. A sound currency, one 
that to demanded by a people whose inter- 
ests are so diversified and extensive as are those 
of the citizens of thto country, most necessarily 
be a mixed currency, convertible into specta 
at the option of the holder of it. The two ex- 
tremes of a circulating medium exclusively 
metallic, and one that has no specie basis, a 
huge balk of irredeemable paper, are about 
equally detrimental to the public welfare. A 
currency wholly metallic cramps everything, is a 
public paralysis, an extinguisher of enterprise, 
and grinds tbe poor to powder. The other 
extreme runs riots and gives birth to every 
hot distemper that blights the prospects of a 
people, and sends them dancing to the devil by 
the Ughtning line. 

The profoondest thinkers of Europe who 
wished well to the Republic during the recent 
stiuggle, looked with ill concealed disquiet upon 
onr paper money system. They saw that If 
disaster came, it would approach through that 
system. 

It was fortunate for it that the war ended 
when lt did, for if it bad continued tenyearqat the 
rate of depreciation which the currency had 
reached, what would ft have been worth? The 
history of - the memorable French Assignats 
turntohe* the answer, which is— nothing! 

Rut wo need not now speculate upon what 
might have been. We escaped the gulf that 
yawned wide before ns. The war ended before 
the terrible test came, or rather before the prin- 
ciple that was in operation had worked out its 
inevitable results and left ns in the midst of an- 
archy, without credit and without money. The 
final effects came not— the currency was saved 
by grape and schrapnel, bombshells, bravery, 
and skill, and natural resources, and not by fi- 
nancial ability, though no port of the fanlt at- 
taches to the present Secretary of the Treasury 
for he had nothing to do with It. It to now time 
to reduce it within something like tbe limit* of 
decency and reason. There to no longer any good 
cause for continued inflation with lu counties* 
mischiefs of every description. It is time for 
tbe mirage to cease, to readyast oar public 
finances npon the solid old principles which ex- 
perience has demonstrated to be healthful and 
safe.

We call Dat a pregnant statement, and we 
invite to it the special attention of business men 
and capitalists in the city of Louisville. High 
prices, forsooth! We don’t wonder that the 
speculators, manufacturers, gold gamblers, 
stock gamblers, and every other kind of gamb- 
lers, are down upon De proposition of Mr. Sec- 
retary McCulloch to contract the carrency, and 
thereby, if possible, reduce prices to buyers s 
little below the starvation standard. They have 
De most substantial reasons for opposing the 
intentions of the Secretory, as witness De above 
suggestive three lines of fact from the New 
York Business Mirror, which De Tribune ad- 
mits to be tbe truth. 

If such profits are made upon the manufac- 
ture of dry goods, woulds’t it be just as well 
for Louisville to go in and do a little dry goods 
manufacturing? It seems so to us. 

Clerical Sarcasm — The following bit of sar- 
casm is from the Church -'unreal: “We h-ar a 
rumor that De Episcopal Recorder aud Western 
E| isrupalian are going to agitate the next Gao- 
er: 1 Convention to alter trie opening words of 
tbe ‘ Gloria in Fxcehis' so Dat it shall read:

Gainrrs by Emancipation. — H on. Joseph 
Segar, of Virginia, in a recent speech in Kich- 
mend, declared that the Southerners ‘‘were 
im xpressible gainers by emancipation.’’

'fine Cholera in New York.— O ur dispatches 
say Dat tbe cholera broke out on board De ship 
Atlanta from London to New York, and that 
nineteen of De steerage passengers had died of 

t on the way. 

It is rothirg more than what De public has 
been expecting. Nobody supposed that after 
De disease had reached France, it coaid long 
be kept out of New York. Propably a desper- 
ate effort will be made to keep it oat of that city 
proper, but it will be in vain, we think. It may 
be confined fora while to the harbor and kept 
| from spreading; but there are too many foul 
1 stieets, too much reeking tilth and garbage, too 
manv dirty, crowded tenements and pestilential 
yards and alleys in Dat metropolis for it to be 
so confined many weeks, at least months. New 
York is too much like Louisville to hope for such 
exemption. The squalid misery and poverty, 
damp cellars and pernicious air, and sickening 
emanations from the heaps of offal that every- 
where abound will invite the destroyer, and he 
will reap a rich harvest of death from so invit- 
ing a field. 

And now, how long will it be before we may 
expect De cboiera in Louisville? Somebody 
talked about its advent here next year daring 
De hot weather. We think sack people will be 
awakt d from their dream before Dat time. We 
shall be most happily mistaken if we do not have 
It before Christmas. 

We are no alarmists, and would not disquiet 
any nan or woman; but we deem It our sol- 
emn and imperative duty as pnbllc journalist*, 
and guardians in soma sense of De public wel- 
fare and De public safety, again to urge this 
subject upon the Immediate attention of oar 
civil authorities. We do seriously and earnestly 
call upon Dem again, in De name of oar whole 
community, at once to rouse themselves from 
Deir Irthargy snd go energetically to work to 
pnt Dis city into the very best possible state of 
defense against De pestilence of which It is 
susceptible. 

We believe Dat mnch, very' much may be 
done to mitigate De virulence of De disease. 
We believe it to be comparatively and to a 
great extent under human control. All author- 
ities agree In declaring that filth, and foul air 
and decaying animal and vegetable matter are 
De prolific breeders and aiders of this scourge. 
It has its origin in Mohammedan putridity, 
and it rnns along the streets and gutters of the 
detestably nasty places of the Orient and De 
borders of the Mediterranean, and thence seeks 
congenial localities in Western Europe and 
el-ewhere. 

Whatever is done in Louisville must be done 
quickly. The plague will not wait upon any 
burgomaster’s leisure. It stays not for time or 
tide. It will be here before we Dink of it. Let 
onr authorities be up and act now or never, 
for now or never is De hour for acting. We 
again suggest extraordinary measures to 
cleanse the city thoroughly. Men and carts 
should be called into requisition, and the 
city divided into beats, so that every 
nook and corner, lane and by-place can 
be overhauled and scraped. We Dink, too, 
that the medical men ought to consult together 
and rec mmend some disinfectant to be liber- 
ally used wherever De air. is foul boD by De 
city authorities and private individuals. Taere 
ought to be a great work of urban purification 
undertaken at once and rigidly carried on. The 
Interests of De city demand it, in whatever light 
De subject may be viewed, and by whatever 
standard Dey may be guaged. 

Action, action, we repeat again, action, vig- 
orous, instantaneous, unflagging action until 
De entire dty has been renovated and pat in 
De best possible sanitary condition. 

Let ns not imitate the Turk, and say that if 
we ate to have De cholera we shall hare it, and 
Derefore do nothing to ward it off. That is 
at once fanatical and criminal. 

Wc again appeal to onr merchants and busi- 
ness men to lend tfe.ir aid in this mauer^They 
are peculiarly interested. A bad attack orThe 
cholera will be most disastrous to Louisville in 
a business point of view, aad hence Dey should 
move at once In a determined effort to ward off 
so sad a ca lamity.

best form in which It can be taken by the 
young and able-bodied of all ages— and that 
never to allow De action of respiration to be 
carried on D rough the mouth.

TneJUfereucc in De exhaus- 
tion of strengD by a long walk wiD De month 
firmly closed, and respiration carried on through 
the nostrils Instead of Drough De mouth. Is in- 
conceivable to Dose who have never tried the 
experiment. Indeed. Dis mischievous and really 
nonainral habit of carrying on the work of in- 
spiration and expiration Drongh De mouD, 
instead of through De nasal passages, is De 
true origin of almost all De diseases of the 
throat and lungs, as bronchitis, congestion, 
a-thma, and even consumption itself. That 
excessive perspiration to which some individuals 
are so liable In their sleep, which is so weaken- 
ing to De body, is Solely the effect of sach per- 
sons sleeping with their mouths unclosed. And 
De same unpleasant snd exhaustive results arise 
to De animal system from walking wiD De 
mouth open, instead of, when not engaged iu 
conversation, preserving De lipe in a state of 
firm bnt quiet compression.

U. 8. bonsai at Tnnk, and Mr. box. of 
the Suit Drpajtment A large number of per- 
sons bad gathered at the outer door to witness 
the entrance. They were at once conducted

The Ambassadors were in full dress, and dis- 
played on their breasts marks and badges of 
honor, while oar Consul wore the consular 
uniform. Standing near one of the large mirrors 
was Chevalier Antoine Conti, the Secretary and 
interpreter, and next to him the Consol Perrv. 
On the sofa near the latter were seated Genera! 
Otmas Hashed, the Ambassador, and Secretary 
Seward, while Colonel Pavco Galto, Aide-de- 
Camp to General Hashed, mood on the right of 
the group. The fifteen or more spectators pres- 
ent, inducing the ladies, occupied the seats on 
the opi>ortte side. While waiting for the Presi- 
dent, a desultory conversation was carried on 
by the distinguished parties. 

The tamtiir having baas asked how this 
room correspond* d with the palace, the Tuni- 
sian secretary replied in French through Consol 
Perry that U was not the room that did the 
honor bat the persons concerned that was the 
gnat matter cf confluence. Consul Perrv 
said the visitors were much interested in the 
post office operations which brought out so clear- 
ly the idea of thinking bayonets in the great 
number of sol diem' letters distributed. In many

the ornaments. Consul P , smiling, said the 
qsertkm was a fault of his own, as U was au- 
perindnerd by the fact that hto American pride 
ahsa'* stor'd out so prominently; this led the 
Tunisian Secretary to make the inquiry. He 
farther remarked, in reaponae to Secretary 
St ward that there was no systematic explora- 
tion of Carthage now carried on; the Aralis 
wandered over the scene and would pick up 
final, atones and carry them away. The desul- 
tory cor.' creation was' here interrupted by tbs 
entrance of President Johnson, when all in the 
room rose to tbeir feet.
